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Pope to priests— 
‘Keep your word’

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In a major document Pope 
John Paul Il has strongly reconfirmed celibacy for 
Latin-Rite_priests. The pope also indicated that he 
will not easily grant laicizations, dispensations from 
priestly life. 

The document is a papal letter addressed “‘to all 
the priests of the church on the occasion of Holy 
Thursday 1979.” 


In it the pope said objections raised against 
priestly celibacy are based on criteria “whose 
‘anthropological’ correctness and basis in fact are 
seen to be very dubious.and of relative value.” 


THE LATIN CHURCH continues to wish “that all 
those who receive the sacrament of orders-should 
embrace this renunciation. (of marriage) ‘for the 
sake of the kingdom of heaven,’” the letter said. 


In a shorter companion letter addressed to the 
world’s bishops, the pope stressed “the brotherly 
communion of the whole of the church’s episcopal 
college or ‘body.’” 


He asked bishops to intensify their unity with 
priests of their dioceses and urged “every possible 
effort” to encourage new vocations to the priesthood. 


BOTH LETTERS were linked in their titles to Holy 
Thursday, the day on which priests renew their 
promises to their bishops, and bore April 8 (Palm 
Sunday) as the date of issuance. The letters were 
made public April 9. 

In the 35-page letter te priests, the pope also 
placed strong emphasis on lifelong fidelity to the 
priestly vocation. 

_ “It is a matter here of keeping one’s word to Christ 
and the church,” he said. 


HE REJECTED laicization as an easy answer to a 
crisis in one’s vocation, but the words of the text do 
not rule out all possibilities of granting laicizations. 
The pope did not say what he will do with laicization 
requests, but his words indicated a tough line-will be 
taken. 


Laicization is a papal dispensation freeing a priest 


from his priestly duties and returning him to the lay.

He urged priests to call on their resources of faith 
and prayer in moments of crisis “and not have 
recourse to a dispensation, understood as an 
‘administrative intervention,” when the issue is “a 
profound question of conscience and a test of 
humanity.” 

THE PONTIFF opened his letter by calling all 
priests ‘my brothers by virtue of the sacrament of 
orders.” 

“For you | am a bishop, with you ! am a priest,” he 
said. 

He’ asked priests to re-read sections of Vatican II 
documents that highlight the common priesthood of 
all Christians and the essential difference between 
this priesthood and the ordained priesthood.

HE EMPHASIZED church teachings that the 
priesthood is sacramental, hierarchical and 
ministerial.

Pope rejecting laicizations 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John Paul Il has 
begun rejecting priests’ requests for laiciza- 
tion, according to church sources in Rome. 

The sources confirm the impression con- 
veyed by the pope’s Holy Thursday letter to 
priests that he intends to take a firm stance 
against laicization, a papal dispensation 
releasing priests from their priestly obligations 
and returning them to the lay state. 

During the 15 years of the reign of Pope Paul 
Vi, an estimated 2,000 laicizations were 
granted per year, totalling about 31,000. 

In the short reign of Pope John Paul I last 


year, a number of dispensations were given. In 
one religious order alone, seven pending 
requests were granted by the pope who reigned 
barely more than a month. 


After Pope Jolin Paul Il was elected last 
October, the processing of cases came to an 
abrupt halt. Vatican sources said the new pope 
wanted to reconsider the question. 


The pope was said to be disturbed at the 
effect of the large number of laicizations on the 
morale of the priests remaining in their 
ministry. He also was worried about the effect 
on the attitude of seminarians. e 
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St. Matthew. It is the work of a Miami printer, Jerry 
Hochfelsen, who spent nearly three years design- 
ing the intricate work. 


and different from those of any lay person.” 


While noting that priests are engaged in a wide 
variety of activities, he added that “within all these 
differences, you are always and everywhere the 
bearers of your particular vocation.” 


The pope urged priests not to succumb to calls to 
be like other people. 


“THOSE WHO CALL for the secularization of 
priestly life and applaud its various manifestations 
will undoubtedly abandon us when we succumb to 
temptation. We shall then cease to be necessary and 
popular,” he wrote. : 

He said that priests must be “close to people and 
all their problems.” But he stressed that this must be 
done “in a priestly way.” Priests must be men of 
prayer and witnesses to “the perspective of eternal 
salvation” in their service, he added. 


The pope called celibacy “a heritage of the Latin 
Catholic Church, a tradition to which she owes much 
and in which she is resolved to persevere, in spite of 
all the difficulties to which such fidelity could be 
exposed, and also in spite of the various symptoms 
of weakness and crisis in individual priests.” 


HE INSISTED that in treasuring the discipline of 
celibacy the church is not downgrading the value of 
marriage or “succumbing to a Manichean contempt 
for the human body and its functions. 

- “Celibacy is precisely a ‘gift of the Spirit.’ A similar 
though différent gift is contained in the vocation to 
true and faithful married love,” the pope said.

From the new fire the paschal 
candle is lit and enters the darkened 
church carried by a priest or deacon who 
proclaims “Christ our light.” 


FROM THE PASCHAL candle other 
candles are lit, carried by the congre- 
gation, until the light of Christ filters to 
every part of the church, as it does to the 
world. 


It is at this moment that the joyous 
Easter prociamation—called the Exultet— 
is sung bya priest or deacon, calling onthe 
“heavenly powers” to rejoice with us inthe

San Bernardino diocese nears goal 
of Development and Ministry fund

SAN BERNARDINO—Pledges to the San 
Bernardino diocese’s first Development 
and Ministry (“stewardship”) Fund cam- 
paign are within sight of the $800,000 goal 
despite the fact that 21 parishes have yet 
to make a campaign report. 


The total pledged as of April 6 was 
$529,857.71 from 63 parishes, according 
to records inthe Diocesan Pastoral Center. 
The amount falls $270,142.29 short of the 
total goal. Bishop Phillip F. Straling, 
however, was enthusiastic about the 
amounts pledged thus far. 


“SOME OF the parishes have exceeded 
their quotas, and of course, any amounts 
over the quotas will be staying in the 
parishes,” the bishop said. “The parishes 
will be able to apply those amounts to debt 
reduction, if they wish.” 


Bishop Straling said he is extremely 
pleased with the results of the campaign 
and sees no reason why the $800,000 goal 
will not be surpassed when all parishes 
have made their reports. 

By next week, a parish-by-parish report 
is expected, the Bishop said. 

AS OF APRIL 6, the Pastoral Center 
had received $204,801.46 in cash. 


The Diocesan Establishment Fund drive 
brought $253,846.33 in pledges from 
founding donors who contributed to an 
advance gift campaign earlier this year. 
Cash received in that campaign is at 
$180,766.33, with the largest single 
contribution bring $25,000 from an 
anonymous donor. 

The Development Fund and the Esta- 
blishment Fund are the first major fund- 
raising drives in the new diocese since its 
establishment.

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The pope writes to priests 


Celibacy—the sign, freedom and treasure 


In his letter to priests, issued for Holy 
Thursday, Pope John Paul I! deals with many 
aspects of the priest’s vocation. He devotes 
about one-third of the letter to the question of 
celibacy, from which the OHEWINE has been 
extracted. 


Allow me at this point to touch upon the question 
of priestly celibacy. | shall deal with it summarily, 
because it. has already been considered in a 
profound and complete way during the council, and 
subsequently in the encyclical “Sacerdotalis 
Caelibatus,” and again at the ordinary session of the 
1971 Synod of Bishops. This reflection has shown 
itself to be necessary both in order to present the 
matter in a still more mature way, and also in order to 
explain even more deeply the meaning of the 
decision that the Latin church took so many 
centuries ago and to which she has sought to be 
faithful, and desires to maintain this fidelity also in 
the future. 


The importance of the question under consider- 
ation is so great, and its link with the language of the 
gospel itself so close, that in this case we cannot 
reason with categories different from those used by 
the council, the Synod of Bishops and the great Pope 
Paul VI himself. We can only seek to understand this 
question more deeply and to respond to it more 
maturely, freeing ourselves from the various 
objections that have always—as happens today, 
too—been raised against priestly celibacy, and also 
freeing ourselves from the different interpretations 
that appeal to criteria alien to the gospel, to tradition 
and to the church’s magisterium—criteria, we would 
add, whose “anthropological” correctness and basis 
in fact are seen to be very dubious and of relative 

value. 


Nor must we be too surprised at all the objections 
and criticisms which have intensified during the 
postconciliar period, even though today in some 
places they seem to be growing less. Did not Jesus 
Christ, after he had presented the disciples with the 
question of the renunciation of marriage “for the 
sake of the kingdom of heaven,” add these 
significant words: “Let anyone accept this who can”? 


The Latin church has wished, and continues to 
wish, referring to. the example of Christ the Lord 
himself, to the apostolic teaching and to the whole 
tradition that is proper to her, that all those who 
receive the sacrament of orders should embrace this 
renunciation “for the sake of the kingdom of 
heaven.” 


This tradition, however, is linked with respect for 
different.traditions of other churches. In fact, this 
tradition constitutes a characteristic, a peculiarity 
and a heritage of the Latin Catholic Church, a 
tradition to which she owes much and in which she is 
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resolved to persevere, in spite of all the difficulties to 
which such fidelity could be exposed, and also in 
spite of the various symptoms of weakness and crisis 
in individual priests. We are all aware that “we have 
this treasure in earthen vessels;” yet we know very 
well that it is precisely a treasure. 


Why is it.a treasure? Do we wish thereby to reduce 


the value of marriage and the vocation to family life? 
Or are we succumbing to a Manichean contempt for 


the human body and its functions? Do we wish in 


some way to devalue love, which leads a man anda 
woman to marriage and the wedded unity of the 
body, thus forming “one flesh”? How could we think 
and reason like that, if we know, believe and 
proclaim, following St. Paul, that marriage is a “great 
mystery’ in reference to Christ and the church? 


However, none of the reasons whereby people 
sometimes try to “convince us” of the inoppor- 
tuneness of celibacy corresponds to the truth, the 
truth that the church proclaims and seeks to realize 
in life through the commitment to which priests 
oblige themselves before ordination. The essential, 
proper and adequate reason, in fact, is contained in 


‘the truth that Christ declared when he spoke about - 
- the renunciation of marriage for the sake of the 


kingdom of heaven and which St. Paul proclaimed 
when he wrote that each person in the church has his 
or her own particular gifts. Celibacy is precisely a 
“gift of the Spirit.” 


A similar though different gift is contained in the 
vocation to true and faithful married love, directed 
toward procreation according to the flesh, in the very 
lofty context of the sacrament of matrimony. It is 
obvious that this gift is fundamental for the building 
up of the great community of the church, the people 
of God. But if this community wishes to respond fully 
to its vocation in Jesus Christ, there will also have to 
be realized in it, in the correct proportion, that other 
“sift,” the gift of celibacy “for the sake of the kingdom 
of heaven.” 


Through his celibacy, ‘the priest- becomes the 
“man for others,” in a different way from the man 
who, by binding himself in conjugal union with a 
woman, also becomes, as husband and father, a 
man “for others,” especially in the radius of his own 
family: for his wife, and, together with her, for the 


-children, to whom he gives life. 


The priest, by renouncing this fathersood proper 
to married men, seeks another fatherhood and, as it 
were, even another motherhood, recalling the words 
of the apostle about the children whom he begets | in 
suffering. The pastoral vocation of priests is great, 
and the council teaches that it is universal: It is 
directed toward the whole church, and eet itis 
of a missionary character. 


Celibacy is a sign of a freedom that exists for the 


sake of service. According to this sign, the 
hierarchical or “ministerial” priesthood is, according 
to the tradition of our church, more strictly “ordered” 
to the common priesthood of the faithful. 


The often widespread view that priestly celibacy in 


the Catholic church is an institution imposed by law 


on those who receive the sacrament of orders is the 
result of a misunderstanding, if not of downright bad 
faith. We all know that it is not so. Every Christian who 
receives the sacrament of orders commits himself to 
celibacy with full awareness and freedom, after a 
training lasting a number of years, and after 
profound reflection and assiduous prayer. 


He decides upon a life of celibacy only after he has 
reached a firm conviction that Christ is giving him 
this “gift” for the good of the church and the service 
of others. Only then does he commit himself to 
observe celibacy for his entire life. It is obvious that 
such a decision obliges not only by virtue of a law laid 
down by the church but also by virtue of personal 
responsibility. It is a matter here of keeping one’s 
word to Christ and the church. Keeping one’s word is, 
at one and the same time, a duty and a proof of the 
priest's inner maturity; it is the expression of his 
personal dignity. 


It is shown in all its clarity when this keeping one’s 


promise to Christ, made through a conscious and 
free commitment to celibacy for the whole of one’s 
life, encounters difficulties, is. put to the test, or is 
exposed to temptation—all things that do not spare 
the priest, any more than they spare any other 
Christian. At such a moment, the individual must 
seek support in more fervent prayer. 


The acceptance of the truths constitutes the basis 
of fidelity to the promise made to Christ and the 
church, and that promise is at the same time the 
proof of genuine fidelity to oneself, one’s own 
conscience, and one’s own humanity and dignity. 


One must think of all these things especially at 
moments of crisis, and not have recourse to a 
dispensation, understood as an “administrative 
intervention,” as though in fact it were not, on the 
contrary, a matter of a profound question of 
conscience and.a test of humanity. God has aright to 
test each one of us in this way, since this earthly life 
is-a time of testing for every human being. But God 
also wishes us all to emerge victorious from such 
tests, and he gives us adequate help for this. 


Finally, we should add that our brothers and 
sisters joined by the marriage bond have the right to 


expect from us, priests and pastors, good example © 


and the witness of fidelity to one’s vocation until 
death, a fidelity to the vocation that we choose 
through the sacrament of orders just as they 
choose it through the sacrament of matrimony.

We were talking...about the gift of 
sight that we take so much for

In the office of an ophthalmic 
surgeon of international repute in Los 
Angeles, minor miracles of sight 
restored or given for the first time are 
part of the regular routine. His skill in 
surgery has made him “almost a god” 
in the eyes of his patients, according 
to those who work with him. 


TO SEE WHEN you have not seen 
before must be an overwhelming 
experience. People become delirious 
with joy or sit sobbing uncontrollably. 
They babble incoherently or laugh 
until tears fall. There is profound 
emotional trauma. 

| thought of this when reading the 
story of the cure of the blind man at 
Bethsaida in the gospel of Mark. They 
brought a blind man to Jesus and 
asked him to touch him. 

The first thing Jesus did was to take 
him “outside the village.” He took the 
man’s hand, spat into his eyes, laid

A LIFE OF JESUS by Shusaku Endo. Paulist 
Press, 545 Island Rd., Ramsey, NJ 07446. 
179 pages. $9.95. 


The life of Jesus cannot be told too many 
times nor from too many viewpoints. 
Shusako Endo, a Japanese novelist and a 
Roman Catholic, tells the story with the 
keen instincts of the poet and artist. 

He has puzzled often over the lack of 
enthusiasm for Jesus in his native Japan. 
He asks himself the question, “Why has 
Christianity not flourished in my country.” 

So, some years ago, he wrote a series of 


newspaper articles to publicize the life of 


Christ. He looked at Christ from not just 


~ the Oriental viewpoint, but particularly the 


Japanese outlook. 
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And now they see 


hands on him and asked, “Do you see 
anything?” 

“| SEE MEN walking, but they look 
like trees,” the man said. Then, as his 
sight cleared and he saw fully, Jesus 
sent him home. “Do not even enter the 
village,” he told him. 

It had never occurred to me before 
how wise and thoughtful Jesus show- 
ed himself in this incident. He knew 
that sight given suddenly could be 
almost more than a person could 
stand and so he took precautions to 
lessen the trauma as much as possi- 
ble. 

He took him by the hand compas- 
sionately, led him gently to discover 
his sight, and made sure that he would 
be alone for a while during and after 
the experience, to accustom himself 
to this new wonder without the 
pressure of public exposure. 

HE REPEATS this gentle considera- 
tion for us when he awakens our 
spiritual vision and himself draws the 
analogy between physical and spirit- 
ual blindness.and sight. God speaks to 
us in silence and when we are alone. 


In doing so, he shares with all of his 
readers another aspect of the unique 
Jesus. He remains true to the gospel of St. 
Mark, the simplest and oldest of the 
gospel texts. His work is theologically 
correct but presented with artistic percep- 
tian. 


Thus, Jesus was not a success. His © 


parables were not generally understood 
and his miracles were misinterpreted. The 
people wanted a powerful, charismatic 
leader to free them: from the hated 
Romans. Instead, Jesus came as a 
prophet of love and interior peace, and 


ended’ up with the most degrading of ~ 


deaths. By any worldly outlook, he was 
plain and simply a failure. 


Yet, something happened after the 
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True, we can only be fully attentive 
to his voice in silence.and a kind of 
mental solitude, but we are then also 
insulated against too quick a contact 
with the curiosity-and concern of 
others and the need to respond in 
some way towards them. 


The apostles and St: Paul were 
probably stronger than most of us— 
more able to survive intact the 
reactions of the crowds when they 
reeled through the streets in an 
intoxication of joy after Pentecost, or 
stumbled blindly after the encounter 
with Christ in desert! 


WITH US WHO are so much weaker 
and so fearful, God is always gentle, 
always considerate of how much we 
can bear, of how fragile our faith is. He 
takes us by the hand, draws us away to 
a quiet. place where revelation may 
seep through our blurred under- 
standing ray by ray: 

Always he reveals himself in things 
familiar to us, inthe common routines 
of our lives, in our mistakes, our 
tragedies, our successes, and in the 
beauty of our world. Like the ecstatic 


crucifixion that turned his cowardly, 
boastful disciples into brave apostles. 
Being such a good novelist, Endo does 
not proclaim the resurrection. He makes it 
the only viable solution to “the question.” 


The “fact of the resurrection preceeds 
the theology” of the resurrection. If the 
book were written for the Western mind, | 
would have preferred a stark presentation 
of the fact. Nevertheless, the author leaves 
his subject with the keen appreciation that 
there is a great deal more to Christianity, 
and the unspoken appeal to seek further. 


Hilaire Belloc proclaimed a generation 
ago, “Europe ts the faith, and the faith is 
Europe.” Maybe that was the unfortunate 
truth of 19th-century Christianity. Faith in 
Christ'transcends history..and cultures 
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patients in the ophthalmologist’s 
waiting room, we can be astonished, 
not that things have changed, but that 
for the first time we see them as they 
really are, and not as we thought they 
were. 


And the same radiant gratitude and 


humbleness must emanate from- 


those to whom spiritual sight has been 
given or restored. The surgeon’s fees 
are high, but to those whom he has 
given sight, no price is too great. 


FOR US WHO are led into miracle by 
Jesus there is only one price and that 
not so high! He asks only for our love, 
only for ourselves in return. But,-1 
wonder, do those others forget as 
easily as we? Or do they continue to 
give thanks for every sunset they see, 
every loving glance, every out- 
stretched hand, every book or light or 
tree? 


Perhaps they too have a continuing 
need to remove themselves to a quiet 
place and savor anew the joy of sight 
and remember the darkness and be 
glad!

Abbot Columba Marmion, a 20th-century spiritual

His picture of God was Jesus, standing in the throne 
room of heaven, with his arms outstretched, holding up 
the hands that were pierced with love for us, and urging 
forth the ocean of the Father’s love for people.

They didn’t comprehend

Mark is the only one to record this latter 
miracle, and it serves an important purpose in 
his overall plan, which is a demonstration of 
the gradual recognition of Jesus and the need 
of God’s help to bring about that recognition. 


THE STORY HAS many points of 
similarity to that of the cure of the deaf-mute. 
In both instances the event takes place 
outside of Galilee, the afflicted person is 
brought to Jesus by others with a request for 
a laying on of hands. 


In each instance Jesus takes the person 
away from the crowd, uses saliva and, after

Loneliness belongs to the human condition. . 


What could be more lonely than my birth? For 
nine months I am enclosed comfortably in the 
womb of my mother, then the forces of life 
compel me to make my lonely entrance into 
the world. Though others are there to greet 
me, my cries reveal how frightened I am. 
What could be more lonely than my death? 
No matter how much! am loved, or how close 
I am to family and friends, no one can die my 
death for me. Alone, I go to the alone. And 
yet, even to face loneliness as part of the 
human condition is to cope with its pain. 


LONELINESS IS the pain of being alone 
while solitude is the joy of being alone. What is 
the difference? All of us recall times when 
we’ve known the terrible feeling of bei 


are at a loss for words. We want to-#élkt 
other what we are going through, but we 
not understood. 


the cure, enjoins silence on him. There is no 
mention of exorcism or faith onthe Ror of the 
individual. 


The cure of the blind man, however, is 
distinguished by an unusual feature. Ordi- 
narily the effect of Jesus’ intervention, 
whether direct or indirect, is instantaneous. 
Here it is gradual. After putting saliva on the 
man’s eyes and laying hands on him, Jesus 
asks him: “Can you see anything?” The fellow 
opens his eyes and says, “I can see people, 
but they look like walking trees!” 


A SECOND TIME Jesus lays his hands 
on him and now he can see everything clearly 
(Mark 8:23-25). Perhaps this seeming failure 
of the first attempt embarrassed Matthew and 
Luke, so they omitted the incident. 


Whether or no, the story seems to be 
basically factual and its implications for Mark 
were most interesting. It illustrated that faith 
often comes gradually, that we do not see 
clearly, immediately, in a flash of white light.

The solution to such loneliness is not to 
deny it—not to escape the pain by trying to 


lose ourselves in our work or in empty.

Another instance of loneliness can occurin 
old age, but perhaps the most primary form of 
loneliness occurs when we cut ourselves off 
from God. 


He put it in its present position deliberately, 
just before the opening of the disciples’ eyes 
to Jesus’ identity as Messiah at Caesarea 
Philippi. v 


Just as here there were two gestures of 
enlightment in the case of the blind man, one 
of them accompanied by a question, so there 
were two questions about his identity 


directed to the disciples. Only after the 


second did Peter answer: “You are the 
Messiah” (Mark 8:29). 


STILL, EVEN this recognition was 
distorted by current ideas of what sort of 
person the Messiah was to be. So, when 
Jesus went on immediately to foretell his 
suffering and death, Peter protested and 
Jesus had to reprimand him. 


But even if they had recognized him as the 
Messiah he intended to be, they would still 
have been seing something “like trees 
walking.” For he was not just the long-awaited 
anointed one; he was also the Lord, the Son of 
God. This they would not, could not have 
known unless God intervened to open their 
eyes so that they “could see everything 
clearly.” 


That intervention came only when he, 


raised his son from the dead. And even then, 
they at first “thought they were seeing a 
ghost” (Luke 24:45). 


ONLY THEN COULD they be commis: . 


sioned to go forth and proclaim the good 
news to the whole world (Matthew 28:18-20). 


. Before then, just as he had enjoined silence on 


the rehabilitated deaf-mute and blind man, he 
had given the disciples “strict orders not to 
tell anyone about him” (Mark 8:30). It would 
have been dangerous and misleading to 
proclaim a_half-truth, even more so to 
propagate a distortion. 


People who have enjoyed the light of faith 
almost from birth tend to take it for granted, 
much as they do their natural sight. It is 
difficult for them to realize how necessary it is 
if they are to see the truth clearly, and they are 
as infrequently grateful for this inestimable 
gift as they are for their own two good eyes. 

Faith, like eyesight, can grow dim, and 
truth gets confused. People look like walking 
trees. Then God must step in with his healing 
touch so their sight can be restored and they 
can “see everything clearly” (Mark 8:25). 
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without: without friends, without the possibil- 
ity of communication, without hope for the 
future, seemingly without God. These 
experiences of being without point to the 
difference between loneliness and solitude. 

For solitude is a with-experience. It is being 
alone with my thoughts, in communion with 
those I love and with my God in prayer. As 
long as we remain in the prison of loneliness, 
we cannot grow in love, which finds its roots 
in God. If we reach out to others, they will 
reach out to us. Solitude deepens our 
communion with others and with God. 

The experience of solitude unclutters our 
lives of useless worries. We cease to brood 
over loneliness. We allow ultimate questions 


to surface: Who am 1? Where is my life going? ~ 


How can I follow best the directives of the 
Holy Spirit? 

IN HIS POEM of love between the soul 
and God, the “Spiritual Canticle,” St. John of 
the Cross has a haunting stanza that captures 
the meaning of solitude in the life of every 
person. He writes, in effect, that our deepest 
selves can only find fulfillment in God before 
whom we must one day stand alone. | 

She lived in solitude, 

And now in solitude has built her nest; 

And in solitude he guides her. 

He alone, who also bears 

In solitude the wound of love. 


THIS STANZA IS about the soul-bride 
who finds and rejoices solely in Christ, her 
beloved. She lives in solitude, detached from 


satisfactions and afflictions, from consolation 
and desolation—free as a solitary bird to 
enjoy the companionship of God and 
therewith communion with all members of his 
creation. 


Freed, however momentarily, from all the 
things of the world that are incumbent upon 
her, she rises above them and responds to 
the subtle whispers of the Holy Spirit in the 
depths of heart. Her one desire is to do the will 
of God, to live for him alone. 


Seeing the soul in such peaceful solitude, 
the beloved feeds her with every blessing and 
guides her to the high places of God. He finds 
her worthy to bear the wounds of love he has 
borne for her sake. Through solitude, she 
gains true peace and liberty of spirit. ' 


THERE CAN THUS be no better way 
to conquer loneliness than to try with. God’ s 
grace to transform it into solitude. If we'take 
up the challenge offered by scripture and the 
spiritual masters, we too may enjoy the fruits 
of solitude, namely, that deep companion- 
ship that exists between the soul and God, 
true liberty of spirit and true knowledge of 
self. 


No matter where we happen to be, whether 
in a crowded bus or on a deserted beach, we 
may feel present to who we are and to the 
divine source of all life. We see ourselves as 
God's children called to union with the Father 


_ and communion with creation. 


How, then, can we be lonely? 
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A jovial, saintly monk

In the early part of the 20th century, when 
most Catholics were nourishing their spiritual 
lives by personal devotions, Benedictine 
Abbot Columba Marmion was. inspiring 
people to find spiritual riches in the Bible, the 
liturgy and the rule of St. Benedict. 


Irish by birth and upbringing, Marmion 
migrated to Belgium and became a monk of 
Maredsous Abbey. Eventually he became its 
‘abbot. He is best remembered as a man of 
boundless good humor who loved to laugh 
and make others laugh. 


He was also a gifted speaker. His retreats 
and spiritual sermons attracted so much 
attention that he was moved by his listeners 
to publish them in book form. His three most 
influential works were “Christ, the Life of the 
Soul,” “Christ, the Ideal of the Monk,” and 
“Christ in His Mysteries.” 


IN A TIME when the aftermath of 
Jansenism generated the image of an angry 
God, a concentration on the sinfulness of 


man and excessive attention to moral guilt, 
Marmion’s approach was a breath of fresh air. 


He drew his listeners’ attention to the 


goodness and love of Christ. 


He spoke of grace more than guilt. He 
preached of love more than one’s sinfulness. 
He was aware of the frailty of people, but he 
was more aware of Christ’s graciousness. He 
knew that sin abounded, but he favored the 
biblical teaching that grace abounds even 
more. 


In his masterpiece, “Christ, the Life of the 
Soul,” Marmion brought to life the possible 


adventures which a believer could have in a - 


deep relationship with God. He repeated 
certain phrases to characterize this love affair 
of the Christian with God. To him we are 
called to be in the loving arms of the Father. 


TO THOSE depressed by sin and guilt, 
Marmion held up the image of Jesus, standing 
in the throne room of heaven with his arms 
outstretched, holding up the hands that were 
pierced with love for us and urging forth the 


Dancing before the Lord

A deep, grateful joy naturally filled the 
hearts of God’s chosen people as they 
witnessed their deliverance from slavery 
under Pharoah by the freeing waters of the 
Red Sea. 


Those delivered persons needed to 
express that inner gratitude in an outer way, 
to use their bodies as well as their minds or 
hearts for praising the Lord. We thus read in 
Exodus 15: © 

“THE PROPHETESS Miriam, Aaron’s 
sister, took a tambourine in her hand, while all 
the women went out after her with tambour- 
ines, dancing; and she led them in the refrain: 


‘Sing to the Lord, for he is gloriously 
triumphant; horse and chariot he has cast. 


299 


into the sea. 
That tradition of dance as a part of Jewish 


worship continued in their history. Each year 


at Shiloh, north of Bethel, these believers 
gathered for a feast of the Lord. The book of 


Judges, Chapter 21, alludes to some form of ;

liturgical dance in verse 21: “When you see 
the girls of Shiloh come out to do their 
dancing...” 


Dancing as an expression of grateful joy 
and delightful praise occurs again later in the 
time of David after he had slain the Philistine. 
“Women came out from each of the cities of 
Israel to meet King Saul, singing and dancing, 
with tambourines, joyful songs, and sistrums. 
The women played and sang; ‘Saul has slain 
his thousands, and David his ten thousands.” 
(1 Samuel 18:6) 


THE MOST CLASSIC instance, how- 
ever, occurred as David led a procession 
returning the Ark of the Covenant to 
Jerusalem. 


“David and all the Israelites made merry — 


before the Lord with all their strength, with 


_ singing and with citharas, harps, tambour- ~ 
ines, sistrums and cymbals.” (2 Samuel 6:5) 


” ’ “Then David, girt with a linen apron, came 
~ dancing before the Lord with abandon, as he 
and all the Israelites were bringing up the Ark 
of the Lord with shouts of joy and to the 
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ocean of the Father’s love for the people of 
the earth. 


Marmion’s sunny disposition had no time 
for the pessimism of Christians who worried 
too much about whether God would forgive 
so lowly and sinful and guilt-laden creatures 
as they. 


He helped people see how the seasons of 
the church year were times to enter deeply 
into the riches of love, acceptance and 
forgiveness available to them by Christ’s 


work. “Christ in his Mysteries,” treated the _ 


great moments of liturgy—Advent, Christ- 
mas, Lent, Easter, Pentecost, celebrations of 
Mary and the saints—as times of faith that 
would help the believers gain access to the 


mystery of Christ and his concern for people. - 


LIKE A DOG that tenaciously holds onto 
a bone, Marmion insistently stayed with the 
virtue of faith as the key that opened the 
mystery of God. Marmion stood easily 
between the poles of personal faith and the 
mystery of God and inspired his listeners and 
readers to do the same. 


Combining themes from the rule of St. 
Benedict and his favorite author, St. Paul, 
Marmion outlines a spiritual vision for the 
monks in “Christ, the Ideal of the Monk.” He 
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took his basic premise from the rule of 
Benedict as dramatized in a scene at the gate 
of the monastery. A candidate arrives to join 


the monks. The abbot asks the candidate, . 


“What do you seek?” 


In the ensuing dialogue, Benedict instructs 
future abbots to discern whether the 
candidate is truly seeking Christ. That is to be 
the main criterion for entry and commitment 
to the monastic life. 


MARMION USES scholastic language to 
develop this point. Jesus is to be the 
exemplary cause of the monk’s life and 
salvation. This means that Jesus is the role 
model for the monk. 


However, Jesus is more than a sacred hero 
to be imitated. He is full of the transforming 
power of love that will renew and remake the 
heart and soul of the monk. 


Marmion’s writings transcend the ordinary 
in their style, but they are human in their 
intention and mood. He practiced what he 
preached. The process for his canonization 
has begun. His body rests in the monastic 
choir where he preached so much love. His 
spirit rests in every person who has known 
and loved his teachings. 
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sound of the horn.” The text describes King 
David as “leaping and dancing before the 
Lord.” (2 Samuel 6:14-16)- 


WE CAN SEE how the Old Testament 
writers viewed dancing as an appropriate 
expression of joy and praise by its juxtaposi- 
tion in the following quotation from a famous 
section of Ecclesiastes: 


- “A time to weep, and atime to laugh; a time 
to mourn, and a time to dance.” (3:4) 


Psalm 149 takes this tradition of joyful 
dancing—both within and outside of a 
liturgical context—and makes it into some- 
thing of a command or a directive: 

“Sing to the Lord a new song of praise in the 
assembly of the faithful. Let Israel be glad in 
their maker, let the children of Zion rejoice in 
their Kind. Let them praise his name in the 


festive dance, let them sing praise to him with 


timbrel and harp.” (1-3) 


DANCING IN the liturgy certainly has not 
been a common element of Roman Catholic 


worship in the past century. However, we 
hear or read of more and more occasions at 


which interpretative dance is now finding its 
way into worship. ae 


Our American bishops have given a stamp 


of approval to the concept in their booklet, 
“Environment and Art in Catholic Worship.” 
Paragraph 59 contains this reference: 


“Processions and interpretations through 
bodily movement (dance) can become 
meaningful parts of the liturgical celebrations 
if done by truly competent persons in the 
manner.that befits the total liturgical action.” 
It adds that “there should be concern for the 
quality, the gracefulness, and: the surety of 
this movement.” 


LAST SUNDAY, in a pioneering break- 
through for our parish, two junior high school 


ballet dancers developed what they termed a 


liturgical expression of thanksgiving after 
communion. 


_ With “Day by Day” from a record piped ™ 


through our public address system as 
accompaniment, the girls truly danced before 
the Lord. They had choreographed this on 
their own and executed the movement with 
seriousness and reverence. 


The congregation was absolutely still. | also 
detected tears here and there from persons 
moved by the event. At the conclusion, 
spontaneous applause broke out, a sign at 
our parish that people both approved and had 
been touched spiritually by this experience._

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A time to depart

Almost nine years ago, in August 1970, the first 
“A time to keep” column appeared. More than 400 
columns later, many memories and many com- 
ments later, we use another part of Ecclesiastes 
and call this and the next column “A time to cast 
away” or depart. 

At the end of April | will resign as editor of the 
Southern Cross to take up a new and very exciting 
challenge in a national. responsibility related to 
charitable giving, including parish giving. But more 
of that anon. 

Running a Catholic diocesan newspaper in thesé 
post-Vatican Il years has been more than a 
challenge. It sometimes has been a battle, 
sometimes a love-in, and mostly a mixture of both. 
For we editors have been faced with the freedom 
from former taboos coupled with the need for 
caution in the exploratory unknown territory of 
such freedom. 


Achievements of record 


In an area where sunshine and recreation 
connive with television to steal minds from more 
important things, the chance to get people to read a 
Catholic: newspaper is slim. There are so many 
other calls on time. But we have managed, in these 
nine years, to change the shape of the SC from 
standard to tabloid, raise its circulation from 
22,000 to 45,000 and bring photo-journalism to its 
place in these pages. 

Along the road we have picked up accolades 
from the Catholic Press Association of half a dozen 
awards which have included best news story, best 
columrmand best front page. We have also collected 
the award from the San Diego (secular) Press Club 
of best story of the year. So among our professional 
peers we have ranked. 

In these pages we brought the first letters from 
readers, the first editorials on a multiplicity of 
subjects, the first adult education (Know Your 
Faith) section and the first Spanish language 
material. 

That we have pleased and irritated, angered and 
pacified, bored and interested our readers— 
clerical and lay—is par for the course. That is the

course on the calm waters of an inland lake, but is 
caught up in the maelstrom of world passions and 
politics, with the added storm front of change, 
which has moved through these past nine years 
implementing the Vatican council. 


Touchy and tender 

There have been difficult issues to deal with. 
Tempests within the church among clerics and lay 
have surfaced from time to time. We have had a 


diocesan division with its own recent political and ~ 


racial discord. We have had many—far too many— 
priests leave their ministry, and too few to replace 
them. We have had finances published for all to see 
and study. This has been the “new church,” 
windows open, which followed Pope John XxIll. 


And we have seen three popes, the one struggling 
to maintain safety and prudence in troubled 
waters, another who lived too short a time, and one 
whose image we see more Clearly as he expounds 
on so many subjects in somewhat conservative 
style. Yes, the nine years since 1970 have been 
years of foment and of consolidation, of growth and 
renewal. 


Around the dioceses 


A large and unwieldy territory, the former San 
Diego diocesan area covered more than 160 
parishes and 35,000 square miles. There are few 
parts of it we have not visited in the nine years. 
From its seashore to its mountains, from its dates 
and deserts to its vineyards and foothills, it surely 
must be one of the choicest spots on earth. But in 
those nine years the ravages of smog became 
worse, the encroachment of residential develop- 
ment went on apace and the four counties became 
one of the most rapidly developing pockets of the 
continent. 

Now the two dioceses have problems of 
expanding the services of the church to meet the 
needs of more and more people. New parishes 
spring up in outlying “rancho” developments. 
There is no shortage of demands, no dearth of 
goodwill, but there is a growing shortage of priests. 


In these nine years the permanent deacons have 


been brought back to the hierarchy and it was my - 
honor to be among the first ordained class of the

diocesan program. A 
new dimension for us 
deacons and our fami- 
lies, and certainly a 
new dimension to the 
clerical state—men in 
holy orders living with 
wives and families as 
lay persons. 


Ups and downs 


There have been 
many difficult deci- 
sions to make in these 
years. We editors of the 
Catholic press, meet- 
ing in convention last 
April in San Diego, 
heard Father John Ca- 
toir, director of the 
Christophers, tell us that our position is difficult. 
“Can we continue to trust, to believe, to accept the 
church when so often we find in her members 
hypocrisy, greed, pride, when it seems to make 
little difference for a person to be a Christian in 
their world.” And he referred to the church as a 
“wounded body of sinful people...We are an integral 
part of that wounded body.” 

And it was Los Angeles Auxiliary Bishop Juan 
Arzube, at that same convention, inthe mass atthe 
Old Mission, who spoke forcibly of the prophetic 
role of Catholic journalists to report “legitimate 
criticism of and dissent from the ordinary teaching 
of the church.” 

Life is not easy for a Catholic newspaper editor 
under such circumstances. He’s damned if he does 
and he’s damned if he doesn’t. And I’ know in these 
nine years, | have been damned both ways. But in 
all those nine years | have never received a 
directive from the bishop, our official publisher, 
and never once have | gone to him to ask how to 
“play” a story. That, to me, has been a significant 
relationship and responsibility, and, if | may say so, 
a Credit to both of us. 


Bishop Maher called me across from USD to take 
over the Southern Cross nine years ago. Nowa new 
~ call has come, and a new challenge.
